Lavinia Ann Wheat, was born March 26, 1885, at Lonoke, 
Arkansas, where she was raised and educated. She graduated 
from Lonoke High School. She married Leo Hamberg, 23 April 
1913. They resided in Conway, Arkansas for many years. She 
died 14 October 1953, at Mt. Nebo, near Dardanelle, Arkansas. 

In 1935, “Aunt Bennie", inherited the Wheat homeplace on 
Mt. Nebo, and she and Uncle Leo, moved there permanently, 
shortly thereafter. It, the old homeplace, is still being 
lived in by her daughter's family. Her daughter, Judy, and 
her husband, Morgan, built another home by the side of the 
old homeplace, and they keep up both homes. 

To this days members of our families, through the sixth 
and seventh, and eighth, generations, enjoy going to Mt. Nebo, 
whenever the occasion arises.

William Eagle "Bee" Wheat, was born 5 August, 1886, at 
Lonoke, Arkansas. He spent his boyhood days in Lonoke, Ark. 
Went to Lonoke High School and graduated from there. He 
married 16 June 1909, Nina Blanche Crutcher. He died 29 
February 1964 at Little Rock, Ark. He is buried in the Lonoke 
City Cemetery. 

"Uncle Bee" was a rice grower and had a farm outside of 
Lonoke, Arkansas. 

According to a local paper, probably the Lonoke Democrat, 
this picture of "Uncle Bee" and "Aunt Nina" was taken before 
their fiftieth wedding anniversary. Here is what the article 
says about this couple, "Shown above are Mr. and Mrs. W. E. “Bee" 
Wheat, who will mark their Fiftieth Wedding Anniversary this 
coming Sunday, June 14. To commemorate the occasion, the couple 
will hold an open house at the home of Mr. and Mrs. M. Edward 
Wheat, here in Lonoke from 3 to 6 P.M. on Sunday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wheat were united in marriage on June 16, 1909, 
by the Rev. J. B. Alexander at the Lonoke Baptist Church here. 
To the union was born two children, a son, Herndon and a daugh- 
ter, Virginia. In addition to the daughter, Mrs. Virginia Wheat 
Lane, they can now number two grandchildren and two great-grand- 
children as their descendants. 

Several members of the original wedding party have indica- 
ted they will attempt to be present for the commemorative 
celebration. Among those expected are Mrs. Eva Ware Barnett, 
who provided the nuptial music, and her daughter, Mrs. Martha 
Fors who served as flower girl. 

With the many friends these two special people have in 
this area, they will' both be kept busy, comes Sunday afternoon, 
accepting the congratulations that this date will bring them."

He died about 1980 or 1981, at Stuttgart, in a hospital there. 
He is buried in the Lonoke City Cemetery, Lonoke, Arkansas. 

His mother and father were, Patrick Henry Wheat Jr. and 
Charity Rosanna Eagle Wheat. 

Shirley Theodosia Peak was born 20 December 1894. She 


was the daughter of James Shirley Peak and Annie Cordell Sessions. 


Shirley Wheat, died about Nov. 23, 1979. She is also buried 
in Lonoke City Cemetery. 

Before his death, Ila was an owner of the Western Auto 
Store in Lonoke, Ark. He and his wife, were active members 
of the First Presbyterian Church, at Lonoke, Ark.

This is a letter to Capt. Pat H. Wheat and his wife from 
his grandson, Ila Nunn Wheat, Lonoke, Arkansas, Dec. 15, 1896. 
Hi Papa, & Grandpa and Eula and Grandmother. 

I thought I would write u a little letter. We r all well. 
Pat is the same old sassy boy. He is not mad at Grandmother, 
because she won't come home. He has on Bee's coat. He fell 
right spralin on his head and like to broke his neck. He just 
squealed! I hope u all come home fore Christmas gets here. 
Uncle Benn is going home down in the bottoms tomorrow to take 
old fannie and molly home. he is going to ride Charlie to come 
home on r walk but I think that he will ride old Charlie. Wer 
all going to school yet I did not miss nothing today. Pat laid 
down on floor while ago and went to sleep, he got mad at Anna 
and cried a little and then went to sleep. I want Papa to be 
sure and bring the burro and the jack rabate and the no hared 
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Ila Nunn Wheat,?

dog because we will be looking for them. How ru all getting 
along out there? I hope u get ur trunks, packed up quickly 
now because papa is coming out there. Grandmother r r (are) 
Eula can tend to Grandpa while u all r packing up is trunks. 
We got the letter that u was better and was very glad. I have 
got my lessons. Pat did not hurt his head much but it sceared 
him a little. he is asleep now he is going to sleep and in 
the big bed. It is nine o'clock, now but I am going to try to 
fill this page and the other side of it. I getting along right 
in school. an old dog came here day befour yesterday and Dan 
Boon stade here all night and we ran the old dog home and he 
liked to killed his self getting through a crack. the bale of 
cotton was in the way and he jumped right over it, he went 
down the graded road like a streak of lightening, I was right 
by him. I was just about a yard from him, all of us jumped and 
stomped and he never stopped running till he got home. I 
recond, and when he got home he stood in the yard and barked 
all night. I spect we found an old black houn standing by the 
Side of fence and we got a hole lots of bricks and went out 
there and just as soon as he saw us coming he skined down the 
fence just as hard as he could, when we caught up with him he 
was way out in the paster and turned back and we cut him off 
and chunked him through the wire fence and he was mad he went 
way out across that paster and came back to the house again, 
that old black dog was standing up out in the yard just as 
straight as he could be, ring and ray Nobletts dog ran him to, 
they r good yard dogs now, they keep all of the other dogs out 
of the yard. I saw a little puppy last night standing up by 
the gate and I opened the door and he just flew down by the side 
of the fence, papa got there to night r tomorrow morning one. 
I hope he helps u all along at better than u was getting along 
at first. Papa r none of us did not like that letter that u 
was worse, but that letter u was bettear. Grand aught to 
bring him on when u was better the other time, he would been 
here by now. Bee is going to save you to Pigs he thought that 
all of them was dead but they have come up and just as big as 
a great big pig. I am writing to papa too. I have nothing 
more to tell. So I'll cloth. Your loving, GRANDSON, ILA.

My father, Edward Wheat Sr. lived at Lonoke, Arkansas 
until about 1979, then moved to the home of Dr. and Mrs. Marcus 
Edward Wheat Jr. at Springdale, Arkansas. 

For 75 years my father, lived in the same home place, 
and in the same town. 

He was an educator, teacher, and County School Supervisor 
of Lonoke County School System, Lonoke, Arkansas. He was an 
Elder in the First Presbyterian Church in Lonoke, for many 
years. He was a member in good standing of the Presbyterian 
Church, until he left Lonoke. 

He was too young to serve in the war and now is too old 
to serve should there be another war, which of course we hope 
their isn't one. 

Marcus Edward Wheat Sr. graduated from Lonoke High School, 
Lonoke, Ark. Graduated from Hendrix College, Conway, Ark. in 
1925, and graduated with Cum Laude, with High Honors. Received 
his Masters Degree from the University of Arkansas at Fayette- 
ville, Arkansas, in 1942. His name is inscribed on Senior 
Walk, along with other graduates of that year. 

He is now living in Springdale, Ark. At the age of 82 
years old is the last of the nine children of Pat H. and 
en Rosanna Eagle Wheat Jr. living.

For about two or three years after her death, 
my father lived at Lonoke, but due to his age, he decided it 
best to move to my brother's home, wherehe could get the best 
of care. 

My father, lived in the same house for nearly 75 years, 
can you imagine that long in one home? He taught High School 
in Lonoke, then he became County School Supervisor, of Lonoke 
County Schools. My mother taught Jr. High School and 5th 
grade, for nearly 35 years until she retired. 

Granddaddy, as everyone calls my father, and Gladys, 
throughout their 51 years together practiced many of the 
divine principles for marriage that their son later defined 
in his books. It was some time after my mother, died, that 
my dad left Lonoke. 

When he is at home, Granddaddy, enjoys working in the 
yard and on family genealogy. He even gets out in thunder 
storms and picks up the limbs that have fallen off the trees 
and cleans the yard. That is he did one time when Brenda and 
I were visiting him. 

Most of all he loves spending his spare time, when he has 
any with his son Ed and daughter Ann, his five grandchildren, 
and 5 great grandchildren.
